The most widely based and comprehen¬ 
sive study of organizational careers avail¬ 
able, this book fills an important gap in the 
literature on occupational sociology, pro¬ 
vides a wealth of detailed information on 
organizational careers, and demonstrates 
concretely the author’s methods for devel¬ 
oping formal sociological theory from sub¬ 
stantive information.

TIME FOR DYING by Anselm L. Strauss, Pro¬ 
fessor of Sociology, and Barney G. Glaser, 
Research Sociologist, both in the University 
of California Medical Center, San Francisco. 

This book deals in detail with the process 
of dying in American hospitals and ana¬ 
lyzes the effect on staff, patient, and the 
institution of meeting the needs of ter¬ 
minal patients. Like any other institution, 
the hospital must be equipped to handle 
the needs of different clients. A companion 
volume to the widely praised Awareness of 
Dying, which focused on the interaction of 
patient, staff, and family, this book dis¬ 
cusses the problems a hospital faces in 
managing terminal patients, their families, 
and the attending staff in different institu¬ 
tions and with different kinds of deaths. It 


traces the patient’s movement through the 
successive stages that bring him to death, 
how these movements are integrated with 
the structure of the hospital, and how the 
institution changes in conformance with 
the changing needs of the patient. It offers 
practical suggestions for the handling of 
dying patients in hospitals and compares 
hospital deaths with dying at home.

THE AMERICAN CITY: A Sourcebook of Urban 
Imagery edited by Anselm L. Strauss, Pro¬ 
fessor of Sociology, University of California 
Medical Center, San Francisco. 

Invariably interesting, readable, and en¬ 
tertaining, this uniquely focused set of 
readings presents useful insights into the 
problems of urbanization, its perils and 
pleasures, and provides urban sociologists 
and their students with important new 
perspectives on American cities and their 
inhabitants. Advancing the premise that 
it is not possible to understand how people 
cope with urbanization and live in cities 
without some understanding of how they 
conceive of urbanization and cities, this 
collection of contemporary and historical 
materials illustrates vividly a variety of 
important and persistent ways in which 
Americans have viewed their cities, and 
urbanization in general. 

Drawing upon a wide range of sources, 
the editor attempts to shed light on what 
the city is and does by analyzing what its 
citizens think it should be and do. Includ¬ 
ing contributions from businessmen, min¬ 
isters, journalists, reporters, city plan¬ 
ners, and reformers, as well as sociologists, 
Professor Strauss shows that Americans’ 
views of cities have been profoundly in¬ 
fluenced by our history of continental ex¬ 
pansion, successive waves of immigration, 
massive industrialization and similar ob¬ 
jective developments, and that these views 
are related to the social positions and ex¬ 
periences of the perceivers. More impor¬ 
tant, however, he finds that certain per¬ 
spectives or themes — relations of social 
classes within the city, of country to city, 
of small city to big city, of city to region, 
etc.—persist regardless of the social or 
historical perspective of the writer. Main¬ 
taining that this social psychological stance 
is important to a true and complete under¬ 
standing of urban sociology, the author 
also includes the work of contemporary 
sociologists to illustrate descriptively, ur¬ 
ban social worlds. His comprehensive in¬ 
troduction and his introductions to each 
section of the book delineate the thematic 
structure of the readings and guide the 
reader toward the insights and principles 
illuminated in the different sections. A 
fruitful contribution to courses in urban 
sociology, the book is a useful addition to 
the libraries of sociologists, planners, and 
city officials who wish to understand more 
fully the contemporary urban milieu.

A useful handbook for professional survey 
researchers interested in improving their 
skills and for survey administrators, this 
book describes methods for getting from 
surveys more information per dollar spent 
and for controlling survey costs by a de¬ 
tailed understanding of how these costs 
are generated.

An overview of the major features of occu¬ 
pational careers in American life, present¬ 
ing for student use the relevant theories 
and empirical findings of contemporary 
sociological research. Using a minimum of 
technical terminology, the author provides 
a conceptual frame of reference, defines 
work and occupational roles, and histor¬ 
ically outlines the great changes in oc¬ 
cupations that have occurred since the 
beginning of the Industrial Revolution, 
including the occupational implications of 
automation.

BEING MENTALLY ILL: A Sociological Theory 

by Thomas J. Scheff, Associate Professor

A highly original and controversial ap¬ 
praisal of the kinds of deviant behavior 
called “mental illness/’ incorporating the 
concepts of social process into a model of 
dynamics of mental disorders as a social 
system and reevaluating the “disease 
model” of the individual that is promi¬ 
nent in current psychiatric and psycho¬ 
analytic theory. While customary psychi¬ 
atric research seeks a single cause of 
mental illness, the author views it as the 
violation of residual rules (social norms 
so taken for granted that they are not ex¬ 
plicitly verbalized) and suggests four 
distinct types of sources: organic, psy¬ 
chological, external stress and volitional 
acts of innovation or defiance.

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Important not only as a source of basic data on organizational careers 
but also as a new model of comparative analysis and the formulation of 
sociological theory, this comprehensive and broadly based sourcebook 
fills a critical gap in the literature on occupational sociology by present¬ 
ing the first large-scale survey of theoretical and empirical studies of 
careers within organizations.

TIME FOR DYING 

by Anselm L. Strauss, Professor of Sociology, 
and Barney G. Glaser, Research Sociologist, 
both at the University of California Medical 
Center, San Francisco. 



With over 50% of the annual deaths in the United States occurring in 
hospitals, ministering to the dying, once typically a function of the home, 
has become a major function of the hospital. This institutionalization of 
the dying is, in effect, the delegation of a crucial responsibility by a 
family to individuals outside of the family, and the manner in which the 
responsibility is discharged is of great importance to everyone involved. 
From a sociological viewpoint, this phenomenon may be described as a 
complex social process taking place within a fairly rigid organizational 
structure, with many implications for the study of social behavior. 

A companion volume to the widely praised Awareness of Dying, which 
forcused upon the interaction of patient, staff, and family, this book 
analyzes the course or “trajectory” of dying and shows how it is systemati¬ 
cally related to the organization of terminalcare in hospitals. Emphasis 
is on the temporal features of dying: the problems a hospital faces in 
managing terminal patients, their families, and the attending staff as 
the patient passes through the various stages of care necessitated by 
his changing needs. Differentiating between accountable and nonaccount- 
able actions on the part of the hospital staff, the authors show the great 
latitude which is possible in the treatment of dying patients and the extent 
of staff activity which falls outside the scope of “professional” compe¬ 
tence and for which no formal training is given. How treatment varies 
according to the kind of death and the kind of institution, the effects of 
a hospital’s organizational structure on hospital personnel, and the dif¬ 
ferences between dying at home and dying in a hospital are among the 
topics considered. 


Offering far more than mere comparative descriptions of terminal care, 
the authors present a theoretical scheme which illustrates the data of 
research more effectively than comparative analysis and assists in de¬ 
tecting predictable patterns of behavior.

At a time when the effects of urbanization confront sociology on nearly 
every perimeter, the appearance of this unique volume is of particular 
significance for sociologists. This book is based upon the contention that 
a city is, to a large extent, what its inhabitants believe it to be, and that 
quantitative studies of the subject have, at best, only hinted at the “many 
things to many people” aspect of cities. Because an awareness of the multi¬ 
plicity of attitudes toward cities is important not only in understanding them 
but in evaluating the way in which others have understood them, the editor 
has gathered the recorded impressions of perceptive urbanites to provide 
the first scholarly study of the subjective side of the urban environment.

Drawing upon a wide range of 
sources, including contributions from business men, ministers, journal¬ 
ists, reporters, reformers, city planners, and sociologists, Professor 
Strauss shows that Americans' views of cities have been profoundly in¬ 
fluenced by our history of continental expansion, successive waves of 
immigration, massive industrialization, and similar objective develop¬ 
ments, and that these views are modified by the social positions and 
experiences of the perceivers. More important, however, he shows that 
certain perspectives or themes—relations of social classes within the 
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
